A. Wettmore, head of the 
Supervising Architect's office, Treas­ 
ury Department, 
and 
asked for in 
formation about the public 
building 
bill and the prospects of 
Sikeston 
getting a part of the money for a 
poetoffice building on the site now 
owned by the Government, In answer 
Mr. Wotmore stated (that the bill as 
introduced was different from 
any 
heretofore 
and 
Treasury 
officials 
could not interpret the bill as it stood 
The bil^ as introduced passed 
the 
hou&e by a big majority and was re­ 
ferred ¡to the Senate Public Building 
Committee, who approved same Fri­ 
day and w*ill report it out of Commit­ 
tee Monday and ask for an early con­ 
sideration of same. 
Under 
the 
Senate 
Committee 
amendments, not 
more 
than $5,000, 
000 for the fund could be 
expended 
in any one state in any one year, and 
sites already 
purchased 
would 
be 
given preference as locations for new 
buildings. 
The amendment by the Senate 
as­ 
sures Sikeston of a building when the 
bill becomes a law. It has been a long 
time coming, but the Government ma­ 
chinery turns slowly at the best, and 
as this is the flrat public building bill 
passed since before the war, Sikeeton 
has fared as well as any okher city in 
the United States. 
At the time money was appropriat­ 
ed for the site at Sikeston, The Stan­ 
dard editor went to Washington 
ii 
the interest of the site now occupied 
by the Del Rey Hotel and in company 
with Congressman Russell, presented 
the proposition to Assistant 
Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Newton, 
who 
questioned Mr. Russell as to the facts 
presented. 
Mr. Russell endorsed ev­ 
erything said abouft the site, the city, 
etc., and orders were given by Secre­ 
tary Newton to purchase the Chaney 
site. 
Mr. Russell was satisfied with 
the 
arrangements, 
so 
he said, but 
went direct to the telegraph office and 
wired Sikeston parties of ¡the decision, 
who in turn wired Mr. Russell to have 
th l^ ia tte r held up for a protest to be 
sent at once. 
Mr. Russell, as a personal favor, 
blocked the Chaney site and delayed 
the final selection so long, that 
we 
have had nothing but a vacant tot for 
ten years. 
The Standard editor was employed 
in the Supervising

for 16 years and as a special favor 
the officials promised to rush the Sik­ 
eston building ahead of others in the 
same clase 
in Missouri. 
The delay 
blocked the whole scheme and M. A. 
Dolan, who was to have been sent to 
Sikeston (to superintend the erection 
of the building was sent to De Sota, 
Mo., where he built the last building 
of the public building bill, which took 
the place of the Sikeston building. 
It looks at this 
time, 
as though 
nothing could keep us out of a Feder­ 
al Postoffice, but it may be a couple 
of years before we are placed on the 
list by the Supervising Architect as 
these buildings are taken up in rota­ 
tion.

STATEMENT RE-ROAD 
THROUGH CHAFFEE 


The Standard has been 
reading 
criticisms in The Chaffee Signal of 
the State Highway System in Scott 
County because of the fact that Chaf­ 
fee and Oran are not on the north and 
south highway, and have taken pains 
to give some facts to the Signal ed­ 
itor and to the citizens of these two 
splendid cities. 
The State Highway Commission is 
created by and works entirely under 
the Centennial Road Law. This stat­ 
ute creating the State Highway Com­ 
mission, provides for the appointment 
of officers and employees, defines 
powers and duties, creates a State 
Road Fund, provides for the construc­ 
tion and maintenance of a State-wide 
connected system of hard 
surfaced 
public roads and establishes a State 
highway system describing the rout 
es in and through the different coun 
ties; 
This law describes and establishes 
the State Highway in Scott County as 
follows: 
Beginning at the 
Scott-Cape 
Girardeau County line south of 
Cape Girardeau, thence south and 
westt 
through 
Kelso, 
Benton, 
Morley and Sikeston to the Scott- 
New Madrid county line. Begin­ 
ning at the Scott-New 
Madrid 
county line, thence northeasterly 
through Sikeston to the Scott- 
Mississippi county line. 
This law does 
not mention 
the 
names of Chaffee and Oran and does 
not even 
indirectly indicate 
there 
shall be a State road or any 
road 
built by the 
Highway Commission 
through these towns. 
This Statute provides that the State 
Highway Commission may select 1, 
500 miles of the designated road sys­ 
tem connecting the centers of popula­ 
tion to be of a higher type construc­ 
tion than other roads, and provides 
for setting aside a special fund for 
the construction of this 1500 miles of 
higher type road known as the pri­ 
mary system. The statute also pro­ 
vides that the 
Commission 
may 
change the designated location 
of 
portions of this 1500 miles of higher 
type roads in the interest of economy 
of construction 
and directness 
of 
route. The statute does not say this 
shall be done, but provides that 
it 
may be done where the described cir: 
cumstanees render It advisable. 
It is absolutely clear that under the 
Centennial Road Law the 
Highway 
Commission may not build any roads 
through Chaffee or Oran except a re 
fund road as a refund for money ad­ 
vanced 
by 
Scott 
County, or 
by 
changing the route of the primary 
road from .the designated location so 
as to pass from Jackson south thru 
Chaffee and Oran, 
thence 
through 
Sikeston and south. 
In considering such a change 
in 
location so as to construct the pri­ 
mary road through Chaffee and Oran, 
the following facts should be consid­ 
ered. 
First, that the distance from 
Jackson southeast past Cape Girar­ 
deau, thence sotlth over the recently 
constructed Diversion Channel bridge 


through 
Benton, 
Past 
Morley to 
Sikeston, is 39.1 miles. From Jack­ 
son south passed Dutchtown through 
Blomeyer, past Chafee and Oran to 
Sikeston, by the most direct, feasible 
is 35.8 miles, or a difference of 
3.3 miles in favor of the Chaffee 
roulte. 
The distances quoted 
abo\e 
are taken from accurate reconnais- 
ance surveys made on the most di­ 
rect lines on both the east and west 
routes. The direct line on the east or 
Benton-Cape Girardeau route involves 
the elimination of comers and road 
distances south of Benton past Mor­ 
ley to near Sikeston. The west line 
through Chaffee was surveyed onv a 
direct line on the best available loca­ 
tion. 
As regards the cost of construction, 
these surveys show that the cost of 
grading per mile on the east 
route 
and west route is about the same. 
The total cost of bridges on the east 
route and west route is very closely 
the same. 
It has always been adnnted that if 
the primary road were 
built 
from 
Jackson south through Chaffee, Cape 
Girardeau should be connected by a 
direct 
spur 
or branch road. 
This 
branch road might be considered a 
road along one of the rout­ 
es already designated 
in the law, 
but if this were the case, it would be 
a high type secondary road construct­ 
ed purely as a secondary road and not 
as a branch from the primary road 
into Cape Girardeau so that the Cape 
Girardeau connection would 
be 
at 
least $18,000 per mile for six miles 
in excess of the secondary construc­ 
tion planned, or if considered as part 
of the primary 
system 
connecting 
Cape Girardeau, would cost at least 
; $32,000 per mile for aix miles, or a 
total of $192,000. 


Comparing the cost of the east and 
west rouites, it is apparent that the 
east route, would cost approximately 
$99,000 more than the cost of 
the 
route through Chaffee, adding to the 
cost of the Chaffee route the extra 
cost of a high type connection 
into 
Cape Girardeau above the cost of the 
secondary road as planned, or a cost 
of $18,000 per mile for six miles, a 
total of $108,000; the cost of the 
Chaffee route becomes silghtly great­ 
er than the cost of the east route. 
If the cost of the Cape Girardeau 
connection be considered as a primary 
road alone, the Chafee route with the 
Cape 
Girardeau 
connection 
would 
cost some $80,000 more than the east 
route past Cape 
Girardeau through 
Benton to Sikeston. 
The Editor of the Chaffee Signal 
in his issue of February 18, in an ed­ 
itorial on this questoin, states 
that 
there would be a saving of approxi­ 
mately 15 miles between Jackson and 
Sikeston, which, estimated at $30,000, 
would be a saving of $450,000 
on 
this stretch alone. 
As a matter of 
fact the estimates given above 
are 
accurate and there is practically no 
difference in the cost of the two rout­ 
es, when the Cape Girardeau connec­ 
tion is considered, and the difference 
in cost, if any, is in 
favor of the 
Jackson-Cape Girardeau-Benton loca­ 
tion. 
As regards the 
population served 
there is a considerable difference of 
opinion, but I believe that the popula­ 
tion of Cape Girardeau, Illmo, Forn- 
felt and other towns near the east 
route, is considerably greater 
than 
along the west route through Chaf­ 
fee. 
It is possible that if the County 
Court of Scott County, at 
a 
when the State road system in Scott 


County 
is completed, requests 
the 
State Highway Commission to con­ 
struct as a refund, a road 
through 
Chaffee and Oran, the State High­ 
way Commission can do this and un- 
jdoubtedly will do it. This cannot, of 
course, be done until refund money is 
available in Scott county, which will 
not be for about four years. 
The Editor of the Chaffee Signal 
in his item under the date of Febru­ 
ary 18, suggests that the Commiss­ 
ion may have shown favoritism to­ 
wards certain roads and in providing 
funds have given these road prefer­ 
ence over other roads. 
The records 
of the Commission do not bear this 
out. 
These reerods are open to the

anyone. 
The facts are that certain 
sections of route 16 between the Mis­ 
sissippi county line and the

bonds and Federal Aid is inadequate

It is breaking through in places, the 
maintenace cost is heavy and as this 
road was always planned by the Com­

with concrete pavement is being done 
with the secondary allotment of bond 
issue of highway construction money 
allotted to these counties in a method 
provided by law.

Law, It will be, of course, construct­ 
ed and maintained by the State High-

The Commission cannot 
such a road except as stated 
above.

SPRAY PEACHES TREES 
FOR LEAF-CURL NOW 


The 
disease 
known 
as leaf-cur, 
which causes a thickening and crump­ 
ling of the leaves, has now come to be 
pretty generally distributed

This disease is one of the few affedt- 
ing fruits which is controlled only by 
spraying the trees while ithey are dor­ 
mant.
